Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this 
application after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but before 
the filing of a Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or the 
commencement of a civil action. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely 
paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14 and prosecution in this 
application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed 
on 5/22/12 has been entered. 

2. Claims 4-9, 13, 33-38 are allowed. 

3. Independent claims 4, 7, 13, 33, and 36 are directed towards a decoding method a 
computer readable medium which (for the method), recite ". . .decoding a picture of an 
MPEG stream into a plurality of slices having a set of slices at least partially within an 
area of the picture, the area being less than all of the picture; decoding at least the set of 
slices but not the plurality of slices into a plurality of macroblocks having a set of 
macroblocks within the area; and decoding at least the set of macroblocks but not the 
plurality of macroblocks into pixels. . ." which are not anticipated nor obvious over the art 
of record as for the reasons stipulated in the Decision rendered by the Board of Patents 
Appeals and Interferences on 3/28/12. Dependent claims 5-6, 8-9, 34-35, 37-38 are 
allowed for the reasons concerning the independent claims.
